assault by three unidentified thugs, Robert Thompson, New York State chair- 
man of the Communist Party, yesterday denounced police and press statements 
about “discrepancies” in the case as an attempt to “whitewash” the crime. 
Speaking to reporters from his bed in Mt. Sinai Hospital, 100th St. and 
Fifth Avenue, the pale war hero declared that if there is any discrepancy it is “in the 
manner in which the duties of the Police Department and District Attorney have been 


performed in this attack.” He raised the question whether there was- any connection

Political observers were caught by surprise yesterday when the first day’s figures 
for registration in New York showed a big drop from 1944. Only 399,861 registered, as 


compared with 436,321 on the first day of the last presidential race, a decline of about 
© 


8% percent. 
The only borough which did not 
show a decline was Manhattan, 
which registered 110 more this year. 
‘Brooklyn dropped 13 _ percent; 
Queens 11% percent, Richmond 9 
percent, and Bronx 7 percent. 

The drop was actually more dras- 
tic than the percentages show be- 
cause the voting population in the 
city has gone up by about half 4 
million since °44. Moreover, the 1944 
figptres given do not include the 
340,000 soldier votes cast that year.

Strike While in Frisco

| SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 28. — President Truman 
managed to dash in and out of the Port of San Francisco in 


the midst of # major maritime strike, in which the govern- 
ment is directly involved, without 


sO much as mentioning the issue. 
When Truman’s special train pulled 
out of the Oakland Port of Em- 
barkation he-had spoken to friendly 
but unenthusiastic open-air gather- 
ings in San Francisco and Oakland. 
But he had said not one word on 
the subject put directly in his lap 
by both waterfront workers and 
employers. 

‘Hundreds of striking longshore- 
men distributed thousands of copies 
of the strikers’ “open letter to Presi- 
dent Truman” to the crowds in-San 
Francisco and Oakland. Fewer 
copies were also distributed of the 
Waterfront Employers Associations 
hastily prepared answer, entitled 
“This is our. Berlin, Mr. Truman.” 

Sitting on the platform “with 

Truman in the San Francisco 

Civic Center rally was George 


Killion, Truman’s campaign fund | 


raiser for Northern California and 
President of the government- 
owned American President Steam- 
ship Line. The leaflet distributed 
by the striking maritime workers 
charged Killion with introducing 
and pressing “the shipowners’ 
program te refuse to deal with 


the unions unless they gave us 

right to ignore optional provisions 

of the Taft-Hartley Act.” 

The issue was there, sharp and 
clear, The crowd knew it. Killion 
was on the platform, Strikers were 
in the audience. The President had 
seen the strike-silent docks as his 
car whisked him across the bay 
bridge. It was a bipartisan address. 
So he talked about the United Na- 
tions and foreign policy. He talked 
in a tattering and hesitating fash- 
ion to an audience estimated va- 
riously from 3,000 to 25,000 persons. 

Although he talked mostly of for- 
eign policy, he emphasized that it is 
the policy fo the administration to 
keep “foreign policy out of politics.” 
San Francisco theatres this week 
are showing newsreel shots of Re- 
publican Senator Arthur Vanden- 
berg saying almost exactly . the 
same thing.

As he entered an alleyway at 45th 
St. to shorten the distance “I heard 
something behind me. I started to 
turn but got clipped in the back 
of the neck.” 

Thompson, who was once an 
amateur boxer, was knocked down, 
but hit one of the thugs in the 
knee while on the ground. 

“If they check the hospitals,” he 
said, “they might find that person. 
I think that knee required medical 
attention.” 

During the fight he was stabbed 
but he also managed to punch one 
of the men in the mouth. “There 
must be some markings left on that 
man,” he said, One of the report- 
ers wondered if Thompson was a 
southpaw, noticing the Party lead- 
er’s left hand which was still 
scratched and bruised. Thompson 
said he wasn’t but could punch 
pretty well with both hands. 

“Everyone aretola this was a

AFTER AN ALL-NIGHT session last Saturday, 
the Chamber finally passed the “economy” measures 
of the cabinet headed by the Radical-Socialist 
| doctor, Henri Queuille. The vote was uncomfortably 
close — 291 to 251, far less <han when the coalition 
of Socialists, Radicals and: Catholics plus some care- 

fully chosen Rightists was formed two weeks ago. 

Since there are 184 Communists and seven more 
deputies usually voting with them, it meant that 
the MRP Catholics were opposing the government 
and many were abstaining, apart from the de 
Gaullist opposition. 

Why? Because the new tax and price measures 
fall not only on the workers, but on a large seg- 
ment of the middle classes. It’s a key aspect of 
the “marshallization” of France that only a small 
group of spectators and a wing of the capitalist 
class (not all of it) are benefitting from the break-up 
of the post-lidberation controls and the growing 
dominance of American capital. 

The bulk of all other classes are paying higher 
taxes, higher prices for everything from meat to 
telephone calls to subway and train rides. And 
staples like bread and wine have zoomed. 

. 

THE GOVERNMENT coalition, was subjected to 
intense pressure from the men-in-the-street who 
make up the Socialist and MRP supporters, hoped 
that by balancing the budget on paper, the Amer- 
ican ERP chiefs would allow France to use the fund 
of francs, which are deposited here, agains: part of 
the Marshall Plan funds. This, plus a slight wage 
increase and some action on meat prices, p the 
postponement of any elections for the present — so 
they thought — would enable them to maintain the 
coalition, 

Now, on the elections. “De Gaulle has been 
pressing for new elections to the Chamber, but all 


the other parties have been ceol to that. The im- 


mediate issue has been the cantonal elections — 
the counties which in turn elect the upper House 
in France, known as the Council of the Republic. 
These were scheduled for October. 

The Communist in the upper house abstained 
from expressing themselves, except toe criticize at- 
tempts to smash proportional representation. The 
Socialists were able to persuade a section of the 
Radicals and the MRP to go along with postponing 
cantonal elections until October, 1949, at the latest. 
What the Socialists fear more than anything is to 


face the electorate. 
- 


THUS, THE SITUATION last Monday was that | 


the “economy bill” went to the upper house at the 
same time that the proposal to delay elections went 
from the upper house to the Chamber of Deputies. 
At this point, the Communists acted—a “coup de 
theatre”—which left the Socialists gasping in their 
daily Le Populaire. 

The Communists switched from- their previous 
abstention and decided to favor a limited consulta- 
tion with the electorate, involving renewal of half 
of the upper house. It was a thunderbolt. 

. In the very same week came the demonstration 
against De Gaulle at Grénoble, which exposed the 
government’s incapacity to stop De Gaulle from 
forming his armed bands, said to be 15,000 men 
already, and, at the same time, Grenoble showed 
that the working class will not permit the “appren- 
tice dictator” to come to power without civil war. 

“Make no mistake about it,” Duclos told me. “We 
are not going to make the errors of the German 
working class and let this Hitler come te power 
without struggle.”

It was in Evansville 
earlier this month that the committee gave the 
job of conducting the show to two Indiana congress- 


“ men—Edward A. Mitchell of Evansville and Gerald 


W. Landis. 
‘They both needed an election 
boost and the strategy of using 
red-baiting mobster and Klan ele- 
ments to disrupt the unions fight- 
ing them was conceived. The two 
Congressmen have the worst rec- 
ords on labor’s scoreboard, hav- 
ing voted “wrong” on all. but one 
of the 15. issues upon the CIO 
list. 

The Congressmen called 25 
union leaders and shop workers. before the com- 
mittee, and refused to postpone hearings until the 
attorney of the United Electrical, Radio and Ma- 
chine Workers, then taken up with the union’s 
convention, could be with them. They pounced the 
question of membership in the Communist Party 
upon witnesses 

When the first witness of Jewish faith came 
on the stand, they began, “Do yon believe in God?” 
The witnesses refused to answer any questions with 
the statement that they stand on their constitut- 
tional rights.

They went from department to department of the 
Servel, Seeger, Faultless Caster plants and of Inter- 
national Harvester. and Briggs, the latter two under 
UAW contracts, and drove progressive workers out 
of the plants. 

Company complicity was unc”: :cealed. aultless 
Casier’s management set up a Jdaft-Hartley affi- 
davit of its own, which it prepared for signing by 
those of its employes who earned Rep. Mitchell’s 
The affidavit had the signer swear 
that he isn’t a Communist “and that I am not an 
atheist; that I believe in God and attend the Evan- 
gelical and Reformed Church, though I am not a 
member of it.”

In the same little “affidavit room” set up by the 
company, another form was prepared for signature. 
It pleaded with the Hartley’ committee to give the 
offender another hearing and pledged to answer all 
questions. Several caved in, and their signatures 
were notarized by the management. ~ Those who 
refused were driven out of the plant.

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Wallace’s Progress 
On Negro Question

i teenun ARE two persons I know ‘who have been thinking out loud and on ty pv wa-cers 
about Henry Wallace’s - position on the Negro question in 1936. Lester Granger, 
the non-political Urban League secretary, was the first to muse on Wallace’s past in a 


weekly column. A couple of weeks 
ago Walter White followed suit in 
his column. 


It’s too bad that both these 
gentlemen were not present in the 
Missouri Room of the Hotel Stat- 
ler in St. Louis last Saturday 
afternoon. There they could have 
learned from the lips of Wallace, 
himself, just where he stood on 
the Negro question while he was 
Secretary of Agriculture and for 
most of the time that he served 
as Vice-President. I’m sure Wal- 
lace didn’t have in mind these two 
cavping critics at all. He was try- 
ing to answer those who feel that 


he is putting too much emphasis. 


on the Negro issues in his cam- 
paign. But just the same I’m 
glad to pass the information on 
to those who have not been able 


to solve the enigma of Wallace 


and the Negro. 


It was all so simple and dignified 
and relaxed as Wallace stood be- 
hind the _ speaker’s table after 
luncheon had been served. He 
just wanted to tell everyone “how 
I got that way” on the color ques- 
tion. 


At his right sat Mrs. Margaret 


Bush Wilson, the brilliant and 
comely young Negro attorney, who 
is running for Congress in -the 
1lth Congressional District. At 
his left sat the. tall and graying 
Rev. Charles C. Wilson, who acted 
as chairman of the affair. © 
* 


WALLACE TURNED from the 
handsome minister to the young 
Negro woman candidate as he 
spoke his words through a playful 
smile. He laughed when he told 


the group he wasn’t “a man who 


goes about raising hell.” He 
paused and laughingly .added— 
“I’m just not that sort of a fel- 
low.” He did admit, “though, that 
he had “some Scotch stubborn- 
ness” that got him into trouble 
once in a while as it had when he 
insisted on fighting Jimcrow in 
the South. 

How did he get that way? He 
said that it was not until 1944 
that he learned some of the things 
that were wrong with the color 
question in the United States. 
Jennings Perry, the columnist 
from Chattanooga, Tenn. and 


‘Mrs. Virginia Foster Durr, Of Ala-' ste 
q bama, were credited with begin- 


ning the, development of his 
thinking to where it is now. 


“I had been a friend of George 
Washington Carver,” he stated, 
“but I thougnt it best to follow 
the Tuskegee approach—let things 
ride and hope that somehow they’d 
Straighten themselves out.” Mrs. 
Durr and Perry, he said, con- 
vinced him during a meeting in 
the South that an anti-polltax 
law was needed, a conviction 
which he took with him into the 
1944 convention. 


“IT said then to them (Mrs. Durr 
and Perry), ‘Why do we not have 
a federal law making it compul- 
sory for everyone to vote?’ but 
Perry objected to that.” Wallace 
said that he still thinks such a law 


is desirable. . 
* 


AFTER WORLD WAR II, Wal- 
lace said, he had read a lot of 
Latin American literature in the 
original Spanish. What he found 
there, he said, convinced him that 
the color question is one of the 
main issues of our times, 


“I found in that literature a 
type of racial hatred born of 
distrust of America,” he said. He 
interpreted this to mean that the 
descendants of Africans and In- 
dians in Latin America resented 
being pushed around by Anglo- 
Saxons. That, he said, spelled 


@danger to the security of the 


United States. 
“And when we began to preach 


democracy to the world when we 


really meant to give advantage to 
a small group of monopolists—” he 
declared earnestly, the smile on 
his face giving way to a harder 
expression, “then I knew we were 


in mortal danger. 


“T want to see our country be- 
come really strong by practicing 
what it preaches.” . 

Somewhere in the course of his 
remarks (my notes do not reveal 
the exact spot) he turned to Mrs. 
Wilson and said: “I understand 
that you have a large number of 
Negroes in your district

HE CLOSED his 
speech with a prophecy: 


“If the Anglo-Saxon race does 
not get right soon concerning the 
color question, the Anglo-Saxon 
race is going to lose its position 
in world affairs.” 

And he added a strong footnote 
to the prophecy: : 

“We (Anglo-Saxons) are on 
probation before the bar of his- 
tory.”

Now there may be much for 


Walter White and Lester Granger 
—and others—to disagree with in 
Wallace’s program. But I don’t 
believe that anyone in possession 
of full sanity and principle could 
accuse. Wallace of grabbing the 


Negro issue as a yote-getting de- 


vice. 
Wallace says himself that he 
was a Booker T. Washington man 


in 1932. But the 1944 Wallace is - 


fighting for the right to harvest 
freedom’s harvest. 
fiercely honest about it. 

If only his critics would match 
him on that score and stick to

LAST SPRING, after heavy 
snowfalls in the Rockies and other 
Northwest mountain ranges, the 
heaviest body of water since 1894 
rushed over the mighty Bonne- 
ville and Grand Coulee dams, 
roaring toward the sea through 
the wide Columbia River, which 
dreins Idaho, Washington, Oregon 


~ and part of Canada. The worst 


fiood for 54 years broke loose and 
its tragic target was the helpless 
wartime city of Van Port. 


About 18,000 people still lived 
there. They knew and feared the 
rising Columbia River. They 
heard that at the nearby race- 
track all the valuable horses were 
moved out. 


But the Housing Authority had 
issed a leaflet on- Memorial Day 
that the dikes were safe, that 36 
hours’ notice would be given to 
evacuate and advising people not 
to get excited, not to move and 
not to listen to “alarmists.” That 
meant the Van Port Tenants’ 
League, 1,500 strong—whose chair- 


man was a Negro worker—who 
were demanding action. 


Sunday afternoon, the same 
day, the earth dikes broke. If it 
had happened at night, all would 
have been drowned in their beds. 
Officially they say 23 people died. 
But there is a strong feeling that 
many more lost their lives. A 
missing persons list was never 
given out. 3 


Fortunatély many “weople had 
left; many had gone to the 
beaches, children were not in 
school—or the catastrophe would 
have been much more dreadful. 


But all personal possessions were , 


lost or ruined by the flood.

People had lived in this make- 
shift place during the war, hoping 
for decent housing afterward.

FIRST, I WENT with our Party 
organizer, Mark Haller, to see 
the ruins of Van Port, where a 
million dollar school disappeared 
in a matter of minutes on May 31. 
It was a horrible mess, like an 
earthquake, even after all these 
months of drying up and sal- 
vaging. 


But even worse was the sight 
of the veritable “DP” camps where 
Van Porters are at present housed. 
What a cruel, heartless, greedy 
System is capitalism as we saw 
here. 


The same real estate interests, 
to whom the flood was a blessing, 
have resisted prefabricated dwel- 
lings for these flood victims. They 
insisted on holding the annual 
Rose Festival in June in face of 
this terrible disaster. 


Hotel rooms were reserved for 
guests and refused to the flood 


refugees. Negro residents shared 


‘their already crowded houses with 

their stricken friends. és 
Congress appropriated $10,000,000 

for immediate aid. Of that, 


$4,000,000 was used to scour the 


West for a most rundown dilapi- 
dated, inadequate collection of 
used trailers.

THE TRAILERS are so small 


that the adults of a family use one 
and the kids another. The rent is 


$28 a month, There are com- 
munity toilet. facilities.

No more can Portland boast, as 
she used to do proudly, of “a city 
without slums.” This __ trailer 
camp, housing hundreds, is worse. 
There are no night lights, and 


when it rains as it does so much 
in Portland, it must be-.bleak and 
dreary beyond description.

‘Louisiana Story? 
Flaherty Fantasy 


“s sort of fantasy,” Louisiana Story 
is quite nice and often very lovely.
